I have a letter 
from a gentleman in Dublin who says 
that the Britislt are prepared for the

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The Warrant 


The town warrant isn’t as long as 
usual, but what it lacks in length it 
makes up in width. The first important 
article after the general article relating 


*to the maintenance appropriations, 


has to do with the brick pumping- 
station on Bancroft Road, which is a 
necessary adjunct to the high pressure 
service. There seems to be a consider- 
able difference of opinion regarding 
this proposition and it would seem a 
fortunate solution of the issue if an 
arrangement could be made _ between 
the parties involved and the Board of 
Public Works, to adjust the matter 
without any action on the part of the 
town. Such action would naturally be 
more or less on impulse, and while the 
discussion would be good, because of 
the technical problem involved, it 
might more properly be finally adjusted 
by those whose work it is to look after 
this particular form of public service. 
Probably not fifty men in the hall 
would have any knowledge of the me- 
chanical problems involved, and in such 
matters if there can be worked out a 
satisfactory adjustment between the 
Board of Public Works and those inter- 
ested in the change, that is the best 
course to follow. 

Articles 6 and 7 are big issues for the 
coming year. The school committee is 
putting forth a great deal of effort in 
favoring the building of a new high 
school, and has been undoubtedly suc- 
cessful in arousing considerable senti- 
ment in favor of the same. We cannot 
but reaffirm the opinion expressed in 
this column last week that the matter 
would much better be left over for 
another year than to have the town as- 
sume the burden of it at this particular 
time. 

The same is true of Article 7 relating 
to the Abbott Village sewer. There is 
no call that is urgent so far as anybody 
can discover, and there is much to be 
said relative to the pressing of a burden 


as heavy as this would be, upon the. 


residents of that section where business 
conditions seem to demand all possible 
economy. 

The communication in another col- 
umn from Moderator-elect Ripley is 
timely and interesting. More than that, 
it is a ‘clear setting forth of some needed 
reforms in the conduct of the Andover 
town meeting. Mr. Ripley. will find 
the voters loyally behind him in ‘évery 
effort to make thé Andover'“moot- 
ing a. deliberative assembly, atid:’the 
plan that he~has outlined and: the'sug- 
gestions made, give much promise that 
the meeting one week from Monday, 
with all the important phases attached 
to it, will be conducted in an orderly 
manner conducive to the true spirit of a 
New England town meeting. ; 


The Candidates 


Practically the only contest for town 
office is confined to the position of 
selectman. Four men are aspiring to 
the place, one of whom needs no con- 
sideration whatever. The other three 
are excellent men, all having qualities 
fitting them for certain work and having 
friends who will undoubtedly bring to 
them much support based on friendship 
lines alone. Other support will come 
which should have a larger basis than 
pure friendship, and on this score it 
would seem as if the present incumbent 
had much the best of the contest. 


Mr. Bowman has been selectman for 
three years, He has been an excellent 
official. He is a man of fine character 
and his judgment has develo during 
his service in a way to make him-an 
increasingly efficient» public servant. 
The town has not been in the habit of 
changing men of this kind after a single 
term of office, and while some people 
may complain because their particular 
friends have not been appointed, or 
because some particular act has not 
been done to meet individual ideas, the 
aggregate of Mr. Bowman’s service 
justifies him in expecting a very strong 
endorsement at the polls. 

One new name appears on the list of 
candidates for auditor, that of David 
R. Lawson. The Board is already 
strong, and Mr. Lawson is going to 
have a pretty hard task to dislodge any 
member of it, but if there were to be a 
change, his qualifications make him an 
ideal candidate. It is mighty good to 
see a young man like him getting inter- 
ested in public affairs and aspiring to 
office. We need them in Andover, and 
an introduction of the voters ‘to Mr. 
Lawson this year is good for the town 
as well as for the candidate.

Contest of Importance With Four Candidates 
For Office of Selectman 


The annual election of town officers: 
and the discussion of town affairs in 
town meeting comes on the first day of 
March this year, and from present in- 
dications the contest for the: office of 
selectman and assessor and the efforts 
of the School Committee to obtain a 
new high school for the town, will be 
the only interesting features of the day. 

There seems to be indications. of a 
large vote as each of the four candidates 
for the three-year term of office for 
selectman and assessor are said to be 
confident of victory and are working 
hard among the voters to bring it about. 
The present incumbent, Charles Bow- 
man, is a candidate for re-election. He 
has served three years as a town officer 
and during that time has made many 
friends by his courteous and efficient 
service.

The town warrant has fewer articles 
this year than usual, but it is expected 
that about as much time will be con. 
sumed, as the article regarding the pro- 
posed high school is expected to hold 
the attention of the citizens for g 
lengthy périod. The school committee 
has prepared plans and specifications for 
remodeling and enlarging the present 
high ‘school building and they also have 
estimates and plans for a new and com. 
plete building. The committee is unani- 
mous in favoring a new building, but gs 
yet do not recommend any particular 
style of architecture. 

That this article will meet with 
strenuous opposition is clearly evident 
from the attitude of several of the 
town’s most prominent citizens, and it 
is certain that the matter will be thor. 
oughly discussed before a vote is taken, 
A two-thirds vote is necessary to accept 
the article. 

Other articles that are expected to 
develop considerable attention are those 
relative to the Abbott Village sewer and 
the abatement of noise and odor at the 
pumping station on the hill. From the 
writer’s observation it would appear 
that the residents of Abbott Village are 
about evenly divided in regard to the 
sewer, the contention being that many 
of those who would be affected cannot 
afford the expense at the present time. 
In regard to the pumping station, those 
living in close proximity to it are exert- 
ing every means to have the support 
of the citizens, and no doubt their argu- 
ment will be well taken care of. 

The warrant contains only twenty 
articles this year as against thirty-two 
last year and may be found together 
with the recommendations of the finance 
committee on page seven of this issue.

Sir: - 

Almost a year ago the voters of the 
town saw fit to confer upon me an honor 
and to ask in return some service. The 
day is approaching for me to fulfill this 
request; for the Town holds its annual 
meeting in ten days. I have given the 
matter serious thought, wishing to serve 
with credit and to merit the honor; and 
that I may more successfully accomplish 
both these ends is my reason for writing 
this letter. s 


It will certainly be helpful for us all, |, 


if we consider carefully and keep well 
in mind just what a “Town Meeting” 
is. We know that it is a New England 
institution, unique and venerable; but 
we do not seem to realize that it belongs 
equally to all the citizens and that each 
citizen has an equal privilege and an 
equal responsibility for the dignity of 
its proceedings and the wisdom of its 
acts. 

Its character and purpose are well set 
out by our Chief Justice, who says: 
“It is not a representative body, but a 
pure democracy, where the citizens, as 
to matters within their jurisdiction, 
administer the affairs of the town in 
person.” If we keep this in mind we 
must feel a higher respect both for the 
meeting and for ourselves, as consti- 
tuting it. 

Now part of the town’s business is 
necessarily formal, and need take little 
time or discussion; we must provide for 
the interest on the town debt, for ex- 


ample, whether we want to or not. But} 


many matters are brought up each year 
which the town may do with as it likes, 
matters thoroughly discussable, of keen 
interest to some, of little or none to 
others. It is this discussion which most 
concerns the moderator; and here he 
will need the help of every citizen. 
Such discussion should’ be free, fair 
and ample; the moderator will guar- 
antee this to the best of his ability.

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The Warrant 


The town warrant isn’t as long as 
usual, but what it lacks in length it 
makes up in width. The first important 
article after the general article relating 
to the maintenance appropriations, 
has to do with the brick pumping- 
station on Bancroft Road, which is a 
necessary adjunct to the high pressure 
service. There seems to be a consider- 
able difference of opinion regarding 
this proposition and it would seem a 
fortunate solution of the issue if an 
arrangement could be made between 
the parties involved and the Board of 
Public Works, to adjust the matter 
without any action on the part of the 
town. Such action would naturally be 
more or less on impulse, and while the 
discussion would be good, because of 
the technical problem _ involved, it 
might more properly be finally adjusted 
by those whose work it is to look after 
this particular form of public service. 
Probably not fifty men in the hall 
would have any knowledge of the me- 
chanical problems involved, and in such 
matters if there can be worked out a 
satisfactory adjustment between the 
Board of Public. Works and those inter- 
ested in the change, that is the best 
course to follow. 

Articles 6 and 7 are big issues for the 
coming year. The school committee is 
putting forth a great deal of effort in 
favoring the building of a new high 
school, and has been undoubtedly suc- 
cessful in arousing considerable senti- 
ment in favor of the same. We cannot 
but reaffirm the opinion expressed in 
this column last week that the matter 
would much better be left over for 
another year than to have the town as- 
sume the burden of it at this particular 
time. 

The same is true of Article 7 relating 
to the Abbott Village sewer. There is 
no call that is urgent so far as anybody 
can discover, and there is much to be 
said relative to the pressing of a burden 


as heavy as this would be, upon the. 


residents of that section where business 
conditions seem to demand all: possible 
economy. 

The communication in another col- 
umn from Moderator-elect Ripley is 
timely and interesting. More than that, 
it is a clear setting forth of some needed 
reforms in the conduct of the Andover 
town meeting. Mr. Ripley- will® find

The town has not been in the habit of 
changing men of this kind after a single 
term of office, and while some people 
may complain because their particular 
friends have not been appointed, or 
because some particular act has not 
been done to meet individual ideas, the 
aggregate of Mr. Bowman’s service 
justifies him in expecting a very strong 
endorsement at the polls. 

One new name appears on the list of 
candidates for auditor, that of David 
R. Lawson. The Board is already 
strong, and Mr. Lawson is going to 
have a pretty hard task to dislodge any 
member of it, but if there were to be a 
change, his qualifications make him an 
ideal candidate. It is mighty good to 
see a young man like him getting inter- 
ested in public affairs and aspiring to 
office. We need them in Andover, and 
an introduction of the voters ‘to Mr. 
Lawson this year is good for the town 
as well as for the candidate.

There is some criticism of the con- 
ditions of the police cells in the basement 
of the town house, and from what we 
can learn it is justified.

Nomination Papers Filed Thursday Afternoon. Only One 
Contest of Importance With Four Candidates « 
For Office of Selectman 


The annual election of town officers: 
and the discussion of town affairs in 
town meeting comes on the first day of 
March this year, and from present in- 
dications the contest for the office “of 
selectman and assessor and the efforts 
of the School Committee to obtain a 
new high school for the town, will be 
the only interesting features of the day. 

There seems to be indications of a 
large vote as each of the four candidates 
for the three-year term of office for 
selectman and assessor are said to be 
confident of victory and are working 
hard among the voters to bring it about. 
The present incumbent, Charles Bow~ 
man, is 4 candidate for re-election. He 
has served three years as a town officer 
and during that time has made many 
friends by his courteous and efficient 
service. He is a member of the firm of 
Anderson & Bowman, blacksmiths. 

William A. Allen is an aspirant for 
the position now held by Mr. Bowman 
and is well known in town. For many 
years he was the proprietor of the drug 
store in the Musgrove building now 
owned by Franklin H. Stacey, and now 
conducts a music store over Valpey’s 
Market. This is his first venture in 
local politics. ; 

John H. Clinton is practically a new- 
comer in politics, although for several 
years he has been a constable in the 
employ of the town. This office has 
never required any active campaigning, 


Mr. Glinton has usually been fortunate 
enough to lead the ticket for this office. 
Whether the voters will favor him with 
the same honor for the position he now 
seeks remains to be seen, and his efforts 
as a campaigner will be shown in the 
results on election day. He is now em- 
ployed as a watchman at Abbot Aecad- 
emy. 

Another candidate for selectman is 
Edgar M. Earley, who according to the 
town records has been a citizen of An- 
dover two years. He signs his literature 
“Dr.” Earley. 

There are four candidates for the 
three positions as town auditors. The 
present auditors are Walter H. Cole- 
man, Nesbit G. Gleason, and John S.

The town warrant has fewer articles 
this year than usual, but it is expected 
that about as mich time will be con- 
sumed, as the article regarding the pro- 
posed high school is expected to hold 
the attention of the citizens for a 
lengthy period. The school committee 
has prepared plans and specifications for 
remodeling and enlarging the present 
high school building and they also have 
estimates and plans for a new and come 
plete building. The committee is unani- 
mous in favoring a new building, but as 
yet do not recommend any particular 
style of architecture. 

That this. article will meet with 
strenuous opposition is clearly evident 
from the attitude of several of the 
town’s most prominent citizens, and it 
is certain that the matter will be thor- 
oughly discussed before a vote is taken, 
A two-thirds vote is necessary to accept 
the article. 

Other articles that are expected to 
develop considerable attention are those 
relative to the Abbott Village sewer and 
the abatement of noise and odor at the 
pumping station on the hill. From the 
writer’s observation it would ap 
that the residents of Abbott Village are 
about evenly divided in regard to the 
sewer, the contention being that many 
of those who would be affected cannot 
afford the expense at the present time. 
In regard to the pumping station, those 
living in close proximity to it are exert- 
ing every means to have the support 
of the citizens, and no doubt their argu- 
ment will be well taken care of. 

The warrant contains only twenty 
articles this year as, against thirty-two 
last year and may be found together 
with the recommendations of the finance 
committee on page seven of this issue.

A TEUTONIG “TINGE IN EAST 


Russians Continue to Fall Back From 
East Prussian Frontier, Fifty 
Thousand of Them ,Having Been 
Taken Prisoners, by. Germans— 
Berlin Celebrates Outcome of, Great 
Battle Which Lasted Nine Daye— 
American Doctor Tells of Battie- 
field Casualties Mounting Well Up 
Into the Millions 


There is renewed activity all along 
the franco-Helgian battle line and 
for the first time in two months both 
British and French troops gave evi- 
dence of at last taking up an offensive 
against the remnants of the German 
armies left behind by the main forces 
bow stemming the Russian invasion in 
the east. 

‘From Ypres in Flanders to Pott-a- 
Mousson on the Lorraine frontier the 
allies made attacks against. the in- 
trenched invaders, and in some in- 
stances succeeded in driving, them 
back and taking prisoners. At one 
or two points. several. hundreds of 
yards of trenches were captured, : 

: Only, from the Alsace- Lorraine re- 
gion was there an. absence, of news, 
and; even this does not indicate that } 
there is not furious’ fighting going. on 
in.those provinces. .,, ., ht 

. The French attacks against; the Ger- 
man ‘lines were carried out, with per- 
severance. .; From.,ithe, North ; sea 
cepast to the banks of the Vise. there 
was an aimost continuous ‘artillery 
action, during which!:the;big French 
and Hritish' guns dispersed. a number 
of German infantry groups, blew up 
caissons and destroyed trains of ar- 
tillery back. of. the German lines, 

Among the many.-attacks was one 
north of Arras, where the French 
took. two lines of. trenches and beat 
back furious attacks of the Germans. 
Here many prisoners were captured 
and a number of German officers were 
killed. 

The chief advance, however, was 
made in. the. Champagne. district, 
where the. French followed’ up their 
gains northwest of Perthes and..cap- 
tured German: positions on a front of 
about 800 metres. All the German 
counter-attacks north ofMesnil-les- 
Hurlus and Beausejour were repulsed. 
Here the French captured 200 prtfs- 
oners and several mine throwers. 

¥rom the eastern battle front every~ 
thing’ still has a Teutonic tinge. The 
Russians evidently -still continue to 
fall back into Poland from the Mast 
Prussian frontier, and, according to 


, the Berlin report, the Germans have 


penetrated north of the Niemen in the 
direction of Tauroggen. This is the 
first indication that the German 
troops had penetrated into this sec- 
tio of Poland. 

There is fighting in the Augustowo 


‘region further south and on the north 


bank of the Vistula, east of Plock, 
but with no decisive results. 

‘In the Carpathians the fighting is 
yet to reach a décision. The western 
end and the centre of, the Russian 
line is holding, notwithstanding re- 
peated and violent attacks; but _in 
Bukowina the Austrians have pressed 
on to within twelve miles of Czerno- 
witz. 

Berlin. announces that in the re- 


‘cent victory over the Russians in the 
‘ Magurian lakes region of: East Prus- 
sla more than 50,000, prisoners and 


great quantities of munitions of war 
were taken. The invaderg, it. is 
said, were “utterly. defeated at most 


“points,” only..remnants of the RKus- 


6lan army. escaping after a: battle of 
nine days. 

: Berlin is again celevrating the suc- 
cess of Field Marshal von Hinden- 
berg. All dispatches agree that the 
Russians are still being pressed fur- 
ther eastward, fighting a rear guard 
action in an endeavor to prevent the 
Germans from or their 
wings. 

A New York chaveiclin just returned 
from France who has connections 
which would give him access to in- 
side information says an “authority” 
places the French and Belgian losses 
in killed, wounded and prisoners from 
the outbreak of the war to Dec. 15 at 
about 840,000, of which 215,000 were 
killed. 

in the same period the Eagiish in 
France lost about 75,000 men, in- 
cluding 21.000 killed. In the eastern 
and western theatres of war in the 
game period the German losses were 
placed at 2.180.000, of whom 725,000 
were killed. The Austrian losses 
were placed at 1,250,000, including 
450,000 killed. 

This would make the total losseg of 
all armies abont 5,895,000 men, of 
whom 1,9%6,000 were killed. This 
does not take any account of the losses 
of the Servians, ‘Montenegrins and 
Turks.

‘Ten-Acre Place Set ‘Ai for the 
Use of Birds 


Within the limit of a 5-cent fare of the 
busy manufacturing city of Bridgeport, 
Conn., with its 115,000 inhabitants, is a 
quiet place of 10 acres of hilly country, 
set apart for birds and entirely given 
over to them. 

This bird reservation has been placed 
under the friendly care and protection 
of Mrs. Mabel Osgood Wright, author, 
for it was through her fondness for 
birds and her labor for them that the 
place came into existence. It has been 
named ‘“‘Birdcraft Sanctuary” from the 
title of Mrs. Wright’s first book about 
birds. 

The first precaution necessary t 
safe-guarding was the building of a 
cat-proof fence about ‘the whole place. 
The strong wire meshes extend below 
the ground, where it is firmly anchored, 
five feet up into the air, where the top 
is turned back away from the grounds, 
preventing any animal from surmount- 
ing it. 

As a visitor passes along one of Faire 
field’s carefully kept roads, he comes 
to the historic old ‘Pulpit Rock,” on 
the summit of which is a rustic structure 
which years ago was used as a pulpit 
on bright warm Sunday mornings, and 
the bird reservation is right at the foot 
of this rock. The gateway is of granite, 
representing an old English cathedral 
tower in miniature. In the top. of one 
post of the gateway are to be found 
eight complete and separate apartment 
houses for the birds. The other post is 
much lower and its top is hollowed 
out, forming a high and safe drinking 
basin and bathing place for the birds. 

Just within this gateway is an artis- 
tic low structure, or bungalow, fitting 
so perfectly into its surroundings that 
it may seem to have grown there. This 
bungalow is the home of the care- 
taker, whose province it is to keep all 
birdland well guarded and well sup- 
plied with food. There are many little 
birdhouses on or near the bungalow, and 
lunch counters, too, all ready to serve 
meals of corn, crumbs, suet, seeds or 
nuts at any hour. 

On going through the wire fence, one 
finds the nesting places of cat-birds and 
thrushes hidden in the low bushes near 
the ground. Suddenly a peabody bird 
darts out from a bush at one side and 
flies to a nearby tree, where he can 
watch the callers as they follow the 
winding trail down to the pond, where 
the water birds may build in the rushes 
or the tall tangles. There are bird- 
houses of all sizes and kinds fastened 
to the trees, from one small enough for 
the tiny house-wren to one large enough 
for an owl or a'duck. There is food 
everywhere. Suet is tied to the branches 
and there are large lunch counters on the 
ground, sheltered from the weather by 
a thick shield of cornstalks. These en- 
closures resemble a tent with the front 
thrown open to the warm sun. On this 
snug floor are to be found sand, cracked 
corn and nuts. There are berry-bearing 
trees and shrubs in large variety which 
furnish the birds with many a favorite 
meal. Besides the pond of running 
water provided by the city of Bridge- 
port, there are rocks hollwoed out and 
kept filled with water. 

Although part of the mission of the 
“Birdcraft Sanctuary” is to interest 
and to instruct the people of the sur- 
rounding country in regard to its bird 
life, its primary object is the preser- 
vation of native birds, both for the sake 
of their beauty and their song and be- 
cause of their economic value. In order 
that the feathered birds of the sanctuary 
homes may be left in perfect quiet during 
the nesting season, the grounds will be 
closed to the public in the spring and 
early summer.

In the death of Benjamin Brown on 
Sunday last Andover loses one of. her 
most respected citizens, an old business 

| man, and the townspeople a tried and 
i true friend. His death was a shock to 
the community for it came suddenly 
after only a week of illness with pneu- 
monia. 

Benjamin Brown was born in the old 
homestead on Salem street, December 
17, 1835. His first business venture was 
a shoe shop on Andover hill near the 
junction of Highland road and Main 
street.

“When An Iceberg Turne- Over

The tremendous masses be- 
neath the water steadily rose as the 
pieces swung over, and one wide-ex- 
tending ledge came up beneath the boat.

But 
the great wave from the tumbling ice 
swept down on the boat and washed it 
to safety. 

The collapse of an iceberg spreads 
danger to great distances. It may be 
too far distant to threaten a craft itself, 
but the wave it raises will swamp the 
largest boat in the immediate neigh- 
borhood.—From the February Wide 
World Magazine. 


Postmen on Stilts 
Postmen travel on stilts in the De- 
partment of Landes, Gascony, France, 
says a writer in the February Wide 
World Magazine. This region, owing 
to the nature of the’soil, is frequently 
converted into a series of marshes, com- 
pelling people who have to do much 
traveling, such as postmen, shepherds, 
and market-folk, to spend the greater 
part of their lives on stilts. These men 
on stilts are called tchangues (long-legs) 
in the Gascon dialect. The postmen 
often carry a long staff and a narrow 
piece of board, which they fit together 
and sit on in case of fatigue. The stilts 
are strapped to the leg below the knee, 
the foot resting on a block of wood, held 

in place with a leather stirrup.
